Their goal is to expand their capacity to serve
children and young adults, ages 5 -18, specifically by increasing access to recreational sports,
improving programming opportunities, expanding hours of operation, and expanding services
for teens. With the expansion of their program and services, their goal and priority will be to
continue to offer their members and their families life enhancing programming at the incredibly
low cost per year and continue to provide programming scholarships for those most in need.
This project will ensure that everyone, especially those most in need, will be able to attend and
be a member of the Club.

The project is an appropriate use of taxpayer funds because the renovation of the existing St.
Gabriel’s School in Milford to a Boys & Girls Club Clubhouse, will enable the Boys & Girls
Club to increase total membership from 1000 youth per program year by a projected 100% over
the next 5 years, allowing the Club to serve over 2,000 kids annually. It is anticipated that the
average of 240 members served daily will increase to more than 400 per day.

The project has a Federal nexus because the funding provided is for purposes authorized by 42
U.S.C. 5305(a)(4).
